Rt. Hon. W. L. MacKenzie: 


Impractical C. 
C. F. Policy

Toronto Globe: The dream of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion is revealed, and with it the im- 
practicability of those who have been 
engaged for mons seeking new in- 
spiration from time-worn theories. 
They may have derived pleasure from 
conjuring up what seems to them 
a golden picture, but in all probabil- 
ity they coukd have had as great sat- 
isfaction spending the summer re~ 
reading their favorite literature from 
Pltaoc’s ‘Republic to  Bellamy’s 
‘Locking Backward,’’ and subse- 
quent publications devoted to social- 


istic aNurement without practical en-. 


lightenment. They would not have 
misled numerous people into believ- 
ing they had something real. If, af- 
ter going over their manifesto with 
a view of seeing how it can be work- 
ed—and find themselves still sitting 
on the clouds—it is to be hoped they 
will decide to move to some secluded 
spot unimportant to the rest of the 
world and put their sdheme to test 
before attempting to thrust it on a 
nation. They would come back with 
some experience in the matters with 
which they propose to deal, of which 
marifestly they are now completely 
ignorant, 

Toronto Mail and Empire: The 
C.C.F. leaders are constantly telling 
farmers and urban workers that their 
interests are identical. Yet one plank 
in the new C.C.F. Platform stipu- 
lates ‘‘a removal of the tariff bur- 
der. from the operations of agricul- 
ture.’’ As city workers cannot ex- 
pect employment except under the 
protection of the tariff, there is here 
surely a remarkable lack of frank- 
ness. 

In preparing their Utopian pros- 
peetus, Mr. Woodsworth and his’ as- 
sociates have ransacked the world 
ani the books of economists for 
catchwords with which to call fools 
into a circle. They are so up to date 
that they have even stolen the word 
‘‘ecode” from the latest Rooseveltian 
dictionary. 

The manifesto speaks of those wis 
receive dividends and bond interest 
as a parasitic class, and demands 
such a révision of taxation as will 
make all men equal__which Provi- 
dence never intended, or everybody 
would thave been born equally hand- 
some, strong and brainy. 

In attacking all those who have 
money invested, the C.C.F. is in- 
dictirg a great proportion of the peo- 
ple, for those who possess a little 
property of one kind or another, or 
fave a little money in banks or in 
bonds, stocks or mortgages, are very 
numerous. What is more, without 
this class of careful, saving, indust- 
ious citizens there would never have 
been any progress or any civilization 
in this or any cther country. 

Ottawa Journal: In the Woodsworth 
plan, parliament would manage the 
business and industry of the country. 
Details of management would be 
vested “in boards appointed for their 
competence in the industry’’ oper- 
ating ‘‘on efficient and economic 
lines.’’ One government board would 
‘‘manage’’ agriculture, another fish- 
cries, a third mining, still another 
retail establishments, and on down 
the list, 

Obyiously, there could be no assur- 
ance that the most competent men, 
would be appointed to each board, 
or tvat those of greatest competence 
would have anything to do with the 
‘*socialization”’ project. Unquest‘on- 
ably, they would be badgered by the 
theories, hayypered by a million rules 
and long before the socialistic ma- 
chine completed its demolition of the 
‘‘capitalistic’’ state most of the best 
men would have sought refuge in a 
saner atmosphere. 

In effect, therefore, we should sub- 
stitute for the brains of the present 
economic system, for the trained 
speciaists in the thousand and one 
branches of our business structure, 
the brains of those who sit in par- 
liament. In its broad effects, one 
House of Commons is pretty much 
like anothcr, and one controlled by 
Mr. Woodsworth would not diffe: 
greatly from one controlled by Mr. 
Bennett. 

How many COanadians are there 
who would want to see this present 
Parliament setting up a multitude of 
boards to govern the nation’s confis- 
cated business? How much more 
competent would be a C.C.F. maj- 
ority to do it? 

Montreal Gazeti: Execution of 
Mr. Woodworth’s socialistic plan to 
create a New Dominion would not 
facilitate, but could only paralyze 
the driving forces of social and econ- 


omic progress. Moreover, it would 
involve the provinces in an abandon- 
ment of their power and rights 
These apparently would be taken over 
by national commissions, boards of 
management or whatever the C.C.F 
may finally decide to call the com- 
munistic bodies it contemplates set- 
ting up some day to govern and con- 
trol the country, to administer pub- 
lic utilities and institutidhs and sup- 
erintend all so-called enterprises. 
Quebec, it may be imagined, will not 
place a great deal of faith in the 
declaration in the manifesto that it 
is not proposed to infringe on racial 
or religious minority rights or upon 
legitimate claims to provincial auton- 
omy. With a Co-operative Com- 
monwealth Federation government in 
office, all the protection that Cana- 
da’s Constitution guarantees and ac- 
tually provides for provincial auton- 
omy and provincial and - minority 
rights would of course be abolished. 
The legitimacy of whatever rights 
the provinces might claim in the 
matter of autonomy would then be 
judged and decided exclusively by the 
C.F. government in the light of 
what it considered to be the adequa- 
cy of its own powers to deal with 
the issues as they arose. A bright 
prospect, this for the provinces, and 
particularly for the province of Que- 
bec. .

London, July 30—_For the first 
time in 20 years a Dominion of Can- 
ada loan will be underwritten here 
tomorrow. . 

The issue will be of 15,000,000 
pounds sterling of Dominion of Oan- 
ada 4 per cent. bonds sold at par, 
repayable in 1953 and 1958 to meet 
maturing loans and help to forward 
the general development of Canada.

Echoes of Riel’s 
1885 Rebellion

It is not of the honors which ho 
gained in later life that we thought 
first, when news arrived of the death 
of Sir Francois Lemieux, but of a 
small cou in Regina in the year 
1885, the editer of » - Western 
Globe being among the audience. 

Sir Francois achieved fame through 
his defence of Louis. Riel, and it was 
no doubt partly that trial which en- 
a success- 
ful political career as a French-Can- 
adian Nationalist. And herein may be 
foun] a story that is touched with a 
queer irony. 

When Sir Francois travelled west 
to defend Louis Riel he came as a 
crimina? lawyer, determined to ex- 
haust all the legal possibilities of se- 
curing an acquittal. Riel, whatever 
may be said of his’ self-aggrandize- 
ment, of his lack of balance and his 
fierce inconsistencies, was a patriot; 
he had fought twice on behalf of 
the Metis, the French-Canadian half- 
breeds, and his actions had stirred, 
and would continue for. many years 
to stir, the people of Quebce with a 
sense of racial pride. Yet one plea, 
and one only, presented itself as reas- 
onable. That was the plea of insan- 
ity. 

Sir Francois marshalled his data; 
he brought alienists from Montreal 
and slowly he ringed his client round 
with the evidences of insanity. The 
jury listened to a fantastic tale of 
wild orgies of blood drinking (the 
unhappy Louis had to drink boiled 
ox blood for some digestive com- 
plaint) and of terrible proclamations 
by the leader of the Ex Ovede, who 
(according to the defence) was pos- 
sessed by the belief that he was des- 
timed to rule an Empire. Then Riel 
took the witness stand. Slowly, with 
deadly insistence he destroyed his 
own defence. He was not a mad- 
man, but a patriot; he had seen tihe 
injustices and evils that his people 
had suffered and had been determin- 
de to remove them. The Red River 
Revolt had been an inevitable conse- 
quence of actions which under sim- 
ilar circumstances he would take 
again; the second rising was like- 
wise the unexpected outcome of delib- 
erate action. 

In there sentences Riel hanged 
himself, and, whether he was sane 
or mad, infused French Canadians 
with a new racial enthusiasm. The 
man who had attempted to minim- 
ize the issues which Riel so clearly 
defined went back to Quebec to 
fight over those and similar issues 
in the safe arena afforded by Parlia- 
ment. 

The question of blame, of course, 
does not enter. The lawyer, presum- 
ably is morally obliged to seek the 
very best means of establishing this 
client’s innocence. But the curious 
touch of irony remains. 

For the rest of Sir Francois’ ach- 
ievements, little need be said. He 
was a very distinguished man and 
they are fully chronicled elsewhere.

But if the Germans call him a 
Jew and the French are emphatic 
in declaring him a German, then 
there can be no _ possible doubt 
that he was a failure. The mathe- 
matician who has astounded and 
sometimes puzzled the world by 
his theory of relativity, is to re- 
ceive an LL.D. from Glasgow 
University shortly. He intends to 
deliver some mathematical lectures 
at the same time which will be open 
to the public. 


Helped Oil Lamp Industry 


Depression Has Increased Working 
Forces In Glass Factories 

Believe it or not, but it took the 
depression to bring a dying industry 
back on its feet and start paying 
dividends. 

Increased demand for oil lamp chim- 
mweys and lantern globes since hard 
times had been felt, resulted in the 
doubling of working forces of a glass 
company in Fort Smith, Arkansas, 
and huge increases in others. Glass 
products have been slumping since 
the “horse and buggy era.” 

An officer of one of the companies 
said the oil lamps are cheaper to op- 
erate than electric or gas lights. He 
also asserted the “back to the farm” 
movement had contributed to pros- 
perity in the industry.

Learning To Swim 


Latest Idea Eliminates Fear 
Water For Beginners 

If a fear of water prevents one 
from learning to swim, learn to 
“blow bubbles’—that is, stand in 
shallow water, take a deep breath, 
put your face under water ,and mere- 
ly let the air out, but don’t forget to 
take your head out of the water! 

That is the advice of the Provi- 
dence Boys’ club, now teaching 
youngsters the art of swimming, 3,- 
000 boys already have been taught 
without charge. 

Officials of the club advised that 

those timid about swimming must 
first overcome the fear of wetting 
their faces and eyes by taking a deep 
breath, burying their face in the 
water, and exhaling through the nose. 
This is the “blowing bubbles” pro- 
cess. 
The next step is the “Jelly fish 
float,” allowing the student to float 
in the water for a short period with- 
out any movement. of the arms or 
legs. This is done with the face up- 
ward. By this time most of the fear 
of water should be dissipated. After 
that comes the “dead man’s float,” 
in which the student floats face down- 
ward for a moment. 

Then only is the student taught any 
stroke, but not in the water. The leg 
“kicks” are taught in land classes, 
and after the student is versed in the 
proper: motion, his fear of water dis- 
sipated, he is allowed to go into the 
water again and try actual swim- 
ming.

Flying raids at dawn is a new sport 
for the United Kingdom. Members of 
flying clubs in London and the south 
of England have organized a new 
style of air raid at dawn.

following information: 

To begin with, vessel tonnage 
should not be confused with cargo 
tonnage. A cargo-weight ton is 2,240 
pounds, while a cargo-measurement 
ton is 40 cubic feet. A vessel-meas- 
urement ton is 100 cubic feet. The 
carrying capacity of ships is limited 
by the amount of measurement space 
available within their holds, and by 
the amount of weight they can safely 
carry. This ts called register or dead- 
weight tonnage ,respectively. 

The five kinds of vessel tonnage 
are as follows: 

Gross register tonnage.—The total 
enclosed space of a vessel, expressed 
in measurements tons of 100 cubic 
feet, including engine room, bunker 
(fuel) spaces, crew quarters, store- 
room spaces, cargo spaces, etc. 

Net register tonnage.—The total 
enclosed spaces of a vessel available 
for cargo and passengers, in meas- 
urement tons of 100 cubic feet. 

Total deadweight.—The number of 
weight tons of 2,240 pounds, con- 
sisting of cargo, fuel, stores, supplies 
and fresh water for the boilers, etc., 
required to put a vessel down to her 
marks, her maximum load-line. 

Deadweight cargo capacity—The 
number of weight tons of 2,240 
pounds, which a vessel can. carry as 
cargo after deducting the weight of 
fuel, stores, supplies, and fresh 
water required for the boilers, etc. 

Displacement tonnage.—The equiv- 
alent of the weight of the water dis- 
placed by a vessel fully loaded and 
ready for sea; it is the largest ton- 
nage dimension of a ship, but is not 
commercially important.

The Bureau of Standards tells. us 
that automobiles are practically im- 
mune to lightning despite the fact 
that rubber tires and the car as a 
whole become very wet during the 
storm, 

Persons driving within a conduct- 
ing enclosure are fairly safe against 
lightning, and the auto body, al- 
though enclosed to a considerable ex- 
tent by glass, approaches this condi- 
tion. 

The average motorist is probably 
safer in his car during an electrical 
storm than in his home.

Greatly Improved Prospects Bor ise aan 


The Western Canadien Wheat 
Grower Are Now In Evidence 


A bear last year, a bull today, | 


William Smith, wheat buyer for 
the Scottish Co-Operative Society 
presents a heartening prospect for 
the wheat growers of Western Can- 
ada. 

He believes wheat prices will con- 
tinue firm, and that there will be a 
good demand for Canadian wheat this 
fall. While the export market is s:ug- 
gish because of a speculative flurry 
in the Urited States and Canada 
which has sent North American 
prices out of line with the world 
price, the Liverpool price has been 
climbing steadily and there is a gocd 
potential demand. 

Importers and millers have been fol- 
low:ng a hand-to-mouth policy; the 
quality of the Argentine crop is poor; 
little Australian wheat is available— 
al of which indicates a healthy de- 
mand for the new Canadian crop. 

Nearly half the rise which has 
occurred in Canadian wheat prices 
is due to changing currency values, 
the pound sterling being stronger in 
terms of Canadian dollars. But world 
crop conditions have also beeh a con- 
siderable factor in the bulge. If spec- 
ulators have taken undue advantage 
of these basic factors and have push- 
ed the price out of touch with de- 
mand, the margin is not so great but 
that it will correct itself with com- 
paratively little loss. 

Evidently there is a real prospect 
that the Western Canada wheat 
grower will be able to dispose of h‘s 
crop somewhere around present, or 
better, levels. That means renewed 
buying power in Western Canada, 
better business throughout the Do- 
minion. 

The 1933 crop is being produced at 
the lowest costs ever achieved in this 
country. Eighty-cent wheat mean3 
a fair margin profit on the year's op- 
erations for Western farmers. It 
means that they will have mosey to 
spend for clothes, machinery, building 
supplies, the thousand and one artic- 
ies which are normally in demand, 
some of which the farmers have been 
going without for a year or two be- 
cause they were compelled to make 
the old ones do. 

Every dollar of new wealth that 
will be brought to the farmers of the 
West by profiitable wheat prices will 
mean at least five dolars in distribut- 
ed purchasing power. The consistent 
improvement in business activity in 
the prairie provinces which has been 
under way during the past two 
mosths will work its way rapidly 
through the whole of Canada as the 
crop begins to come on the market, 
The~worst of the economic storm is 
over for the Dominion. The san has 
begun to shine again. Business 1s 
picking up, and enterprise is sticking 
its head out of the storm collar. — 
Winnipeg Tribune.

New Device Valuab'e 


Photographic Appliance Is Of Good 
Service In Court Trials ~ 

Accurate details of stenes of acci- 
dents or crimes are claimed to be ob 
tained from use of a new Swine 
photographic appliance, according to 
a report from Consul George R. Hu- 
kill at Zurich.

Building a Good Stack Is Secret Of 
. Success 

The header barge method of har- 
vesting which is in vogue in several 
prairie districts consists of elevating 
the headed grain into a large box or 
barge. This barge is attached to a 
binder, header, swather, or combine 
platform, the whole being pulled for- 
ward as a unit. For use with binders 
or small headers, the barges are 
usually about 8 feet by 8 by 7, 
mounted on two wheels, with the bal- 
ance near the centre. When used with 
& swather or combine. cutting plat- 
form, the same principles of construc- 
tion are followed, the barges general- 
ly being made larger. ight feet wide 
by 8 high by 14 or 16 feet long are 
usual sizes. One man is employed as 
a stacker in the barge, and it is his 
duty to tramp the grain and build a 
good stack. Building a good stack, 
says the Department of Agricultural 
Engineering of the University of Al- 
berta, is really the secret of success 
with this system of harvesting. If a 
good stack is made, there need be 
little fear of less from spo!lage. When 
the barge is full, and the stack pro- 
perly topped, it is tilted up in front 
the rear doors open, and the. stack 
slides out onto the ground. The barge 
can best be used with a_ header, 
swather or combine cutting platform, 
particularly in districts where long 
straw is common. Although the barge 
can be used with a binder, the latter,

A SHORT HOLIDAY 
FOR MR. BENNETT 


A London dispatch states that the 
Canadian Prime Minister will take a 
fortnight’s holiday before returning 
to Canada from the London Confer- 
ence. A holiday of two weeks is not 
a long one but it will be the longest 
Mr, Bennett has. permitted himself 
to enjoy since assuming government 
leadership in August, 1930. Canad- 
ians of all shades of political thought 
will agree that he is entitled to a 
vacation. Since his party’s accession 
to federal power, Mr. Bennett has 
done a pyodigious amount of work. 
In Ottawa his tremendous energy and 
ability to work through long hours 
have excited general admifation. He 
never spares himself and the prob- 
lems of administration to be dealt 
with during the past three y-cars 
have been both intricate and numer- 
ous. He entered office at a time 
when a world-wide depression was 
under way. Falling revenues, unem- 
ployment, restriction of foreign mar- 
kets and a rapid lowering of price 
levels were among the difficult con- 
ditions he has had to face. 

Last year between the end of the 
regular winter session and the fall 
session, he devoted immense labor to 
the preparations for the Ottawa 
Conference, which later he presided 
over with skill and success, This year 
almost as soon as the session was 


vy over, he went to the Economic Con- 


ference in London as leader of the 
Canadian delegation. He has played 
a leading part in the deliberations. 
Such exacting and sustained service 
must take its toll and Mr. Bennett’s 
close friends are anxious lest even his 
robust health may break down under 
the strain. 

Certainly all his fellow-countrymen 
will agree it is time for him to take 
a holiday and forget for a brief while 
the work that is past and the prob- 
lems whicty await him at Ottawa on 
his return. Few men have nore 
greatly earned a rest.

THE DISARMAMENT FIASCO 


As the 
ference puts off until October the 
task of reaching some sort of agree 
ment, the United States Secretary 
of the Navy announces a plan to build 
the U.S treaty 
strength; and once again it becomes 
painfully evident that the job of cut 
ting down the world’s military estab 
lishments is almost impossibly diffi- 
cult. 

There are more men under arms 
today than there were in the spring 
of 1914. The suspicions, fears and 
jealousies which led up to the war 
in 1014 are duplicated today by em- 
otions equally strong and equally 
dangerous. 

Last winter General Douglas Mac-, 
Arthur, also of the United States, 
compiled some figures on the world’s 
armies. He showed that Europe, Jap- 
an, Ohina and the United States are 
keeping a total of 6,207,538 men in

navy up close to a 


uniform. To do this and to maintain 
their mavies, air fleets and border 
defences, these nations are spending 
around $4,000,000,000 a year. 

Before the war those armies num- 
bered 4,063,000, and the total military 
expenditures were about $2,500,000,- 
000 annually. 

Those facts in themselves are dis- 
maying enough. But when you con- 
trast them with the high promises 
all world statesmen made tiheir peo- 
ple during and immediately after the 
war, the situatiom . becomes’ even 
more disnouraging. 

They bring one back to ihe old, bit- 
ter realization that military disarm- 
ament is impossible without economic 
disarmament.
